K.E. NORRIS MEMORIAL LECTURES SERIES 


Dr. Frederick M. Watkins, Professor of Political Science, Yale 
University, will hold a press conference on Monday, November 29th 
at 2:00 p.m. in the Office of the Vice-Principal of Sir George 
Williams University. The Vice-Principal's Office is located on the 
third floor of the Kenneth E. Norris building, 1435 Drummond Street. 


Dr. Watkins will deliver the Kenneth E. Norris Memorial 
Lectures on November 29th, November 30th and December lst. The 
Lectures were established in 1961 by the Association of Alumni, 
in conjunction with the Board of Governors, University Council and 
Student Societies of Sir George Williams University to honour the 
name of the late Kenneth E, Norris, M.A., Ph.D. (1903-1957), who 
presided over the destiny of Sir George Williams University from 
1936 to 1956. 


Dr. Watkins is a specialist in Comparative Government and in 
Political Theory. He is a graduate of Harvard University receiving 
his Ph.D. in 1937. He served as instructor at Harvard from 1937 
to 1939 and then, for the next three years, was Assistant Professor 
of Government at Cornell. He was visiting lecturer at the Harvard 
School for Overseas Administration from 1943 to 1945 and served for 
a brief period as research analyst in the Office of Strategic 
Services, 


He was named Professor of Political Science at McGill Univer- 
sity in 1946 and served as Chairman of that Department in 1950-51. 
He left the Montreal institution to join the Yale faculty in 1952. 
He served for many years as Chairman of the Department of Political 
Science at Yale. Professor Watkins is the author of several books 
including: "The Age of Ideology: Political Thought, 1750 to the 
Present", 
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The Kenneth E, Norris Memorial Lectures will be presented at 
8:30 p.m., Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday in the Church of the 
Messiah, corner of Sherbrooke and Simpson. Dr. Watkins will 
develop the following topic: "Natural Law: Past, Present and 
Future".
